 faid both for and againft the Propofi- Speech. 


** tion now before us, and I think the 
“ Debate is now reduced to this fingle Point, Whether, 
Qoo “6 by 
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by what is now propofed, our Conftitution may be 
mended and made better; or whether it may not ra. 
ther tend to hurt and injure our Contftitution: The 
latter, Sir, is my Opinion, and I am convinced it ap- 
pears in the fame Light to every one of the Gentle. 
men, who before me have f{poken againft the Motion, 
I do not approve of hard Names, or any Names that 
are indecent, to this, or any other Propofition made in 
this Houfe; but as thofe Liberties have often been ta- 
ken, by the Gentlemen who now find Fault with what 
has been faid, it may be fuppofed, that other Gentle. 
men think they have the fame Liberty, and may retort 
thofe Names, when they think the Propofition deferves 
them ; however, upon all fuch Occafions, at leaft upon 
the prefent Occafion, I am fure there is nothing meant, 
perfonally, againft any of the Gentlemen who have fpo- 
ken in Favour of the Propofition. 

‘* Gentlemen have been pleafed to fay, that the Prero- 
gative is a growing Part of our Conftitution; for my 
own Part, Sir, I cannot really fee, wherein the Prero- 
gative of the Crown is greater now, than it has been at 
any Time fince the Revolution; nor can I fee what 
fhould give this Alarm, or what fhould make it necef- 
fary how to clip and pare the Prerogative of the Crown, 
unlefs Gentlemen have fome Scheme for greatly, of 
perhaps totally alrering our Conftitution; and if they 
have, Tam fure they can fhew us no Manner of Reafon 
for our attempting at prefent to make any fuch dange- 
rous Experiment. Suppofe his Majefty has thought fit 
to remove one or two Gentlemen from their Employ- 
ments in the Army, can that be looked on, as a fufi- 
cient Reafon for taking from his Majefty that Power, 
which he and his Predeceffors have always enjoyed’ 
The very attempting fuch a Thing really looks as 4 
Geuatlemen thought, that fome very wrong, and wick- 
ed Ufe had been lately made of that Part of the Prero- 
gati e, which, in the prefent Cafe, they have not the 
leatt Ground for; the Worth and Honour of the two 
noble Perfons, who have been removed, muft be ac- 
kKnowledged by all; but, worthy as they are, it mutt 
certainly be granted, that they have been fucceeded vy 
two Gentlemen of equal Worth; and furely this call- 
not be called garbling, or modelling the Army + 10%

but when the moft worthy and honourable are difmif- 
fed, and Creatures of mean Birth, or of no Worth, put 
into their Places. 

“It is true, Sir, there were a great many Officers re- 
moved, about the Time that the Duke of Mar/borough 
was removed; and without the Power of removing the 
inferior Officers, they had not perhaps ventured to have 
removed that great General from his Command in the 
Army. Such a Law, as what is now propofed, might 
have been perhaps of fome Service at that Time, but 
it would have been of bad Confequence foon after, We 
know what were thought to be the Views and Defigns, 
when the Duke of Mar/borough was removed; we 
know, that he was fucceeded by a Perfon, whom I did 
indeed efteem for his perfonal Qualifications, but his 
political Views had, at that Time, very near ruined 
our Conftitution, and have fince, upon fome Occafions, 
greatly endangered it; and if none of the Officers of 


‘the Army, who were upon that Occafion put in, or 


continued in Commiffion, could have been removed, but 


‘ by the Sentence of a Court-martial, I doubt much, if 


this Houfe had been now fitting to give their Opinion 
upon this, or any other Queftion. 
** An honourable Gentleman on the Floor, who fpoke 
fome Time ago, happened to drop fome Expreffions, 
which I am fure were owing to his Warmth ; he fpoke 
of foreign Officers, and infinuated, as if they might 
happen to be put into the Places of thofe, who may 
hereafter be removed. Every Gentleman, Sir, furely 
knows, that would be directly contrary to Law ; and 
no Man can fay, that there has been any Thing done, 
Or attempted, that can give the leaft Ground for ap- 
prehending any fuch Thing in Time to come: It was 
indeed an indecent, and an ugly Infinuation; I wifh 
the Gentleman had fpared it; but as EF am convinced, 
that it was entirely owing to Warmth, I fhall take no 
further Notice of it. | 
‘“ I did not, really, Sir, think it neceffary to have gi- 
ven you any Trouble in this Debate, fince other Gen- 
tlemen before me have given very fufficient Reafons for 
not agreeing to this Motion, and have anfwered every 
Thing that has been fafe in Favour of it ; but the ho- 
nourable Gentleman who fpoke laft, feemed fo mighty 
defirous, that Gentlemen would fpeak againft, what he 
Ooo 2 «and 
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“< and his Friends feem to be for, that I rofe up rather to 
7 gratify him, than that I thought any Thing neceffary 
“to be added to what had before been faid againft this 

Propofition, and therefore I fhall take up no more of 
your Time, but leave the Propofition to ftand or fall 
“«¢ by its own Merits. 

Sir /V-----m W-----.m. “ The Gen- 
Sir W m * tlemen, who have been pleafed to 
W----m’s Speech. “ fpeak againft this Propofition, have 
“¢ all of them afferted, I find, Sir, that, 
“« fhould it take Place, it would alter the very Being of 
<< our Conftitution; from whence we muft conclude, 
“¢ that thefe Gentlemen think, that the very Being of our 
** Conftitution confiiis, not only in having a Standing- 
‘* Army, but in having that Army abfolutely and entirely 
“ dependent on the Crown; which is an Opinion fo di- 
“¢ rectly contrary to that which every Man ought to have 
“¢ about our Conftitution, that I am forry to hear of its 
‘« being entertained by any Gentleman, who has the Ho- 
“ nour of being a Member of this Houfe. I with thofe 
‘© Gentlemen would confider a little better the Nature, 
“ or the Being of our Conftitution, and the many Altera- 
“< tions that have, from Time to Time, crept into it; if 
“ they do, they will find no greater Novelty, nor can 
<< they find one more dangerous, than that of a Standing- 
“ Army. It is notas yet, I hope, a Part of our Contfti- 
* tution, and therefore, what is now propofed cannot be 
‘¢ an Alteration of our Conftitution; it is indeed fo far 
“* otherwife, that the very Defign of it is, to prevent our 
<¢ Conftitution’s being altered, by a Standing-Army’s be- 
“ing hereafter made a Part of it; or at lea{t to make 
“ that Army lefs dangerous, in cafe it fhould become ab- 
“ folutely neceffary for us always to keep up a Standing- 
“¢ Army. 

“© We have likewife been told, Sir, that the Prerog- 
“ tive of the Crown is a Part of our Conftitution, and 
“« the leffening the Power of the Crown, or robbing the 
*< Crown of its Prerogative, (as Gentlemen have been 
‘“ pleafed to call it) is an Alteration of our Conffitution. 
“« For my own Part, Sir, I have no Notion of any legal 
“* Power or Prerogative, but what is for the Benefit of 
the Community ; nor do I think, that any Power can 
“ be legal, but what is originally derived from the Com- 
‘¢ munity: aad it is certain, that all the Power that !, 
“or can be given by the People, maft be given for their 

“ own 
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“ own Protection and Defence: Therefore, if the People 


fhould afterwards find, that they have given too much; 
if they fhould begin to forefee, that the Power they 
have given may come to be of dangerous Confequence 
to themfelves ; haye not they Reafon, have not they a 
Right, to take back what Part of it they think necef- 
fary tor their own Safety? This, Sir, is the proper 
Footing, upon which the prefent Debate ought to be 
put; and taking it upon this Footing, fuppofe, that 


this Power of removing the Ojhcers of the Army were, 


a Part of the antient Prerogative of the Crown ; ifthe 
Parliament fhould forefee, that this Power might be 
made a bad Ufe of; that it might eafily be turned to- 
wards enflaving the People, would not the People have 
a Right to take it from the Crown; would it not be 
their Duty to do fo; nay, ought not the Crown will- 
ingly and freely to give it up. 

‘© Gentlemen have next endeavoured to frighten ns with 
the Effects of this Propofition, fhould it be paffed into 
a Law; they fay we would foon fee what fuch an Jn- 
dependence in the Army tvould turn to; but, for God’s 
Sake, Sir, is not the Army to be ftill as much depen- 
dent upon King and Parliament, as ever they were 
before? If it fhould be but fufpected, that any Officer, 
or any Number of Officers, were going to attempt any 
Thing againft King and Parliament, could not the King 
immediately fufpend them, or even put them under 
Arreft ; and could not the Parliament, as foon as they 
met, addrefs his Majefty to remove them? Upon this 
Occafion, I fhall beg Leave, Sir, to ftate the Difference 
of the two Cafes: In the one Cafe, an Army entirely 
dependent on the Crown, fo much at the Mercy of the 
Crown, that, let the Merit of thofe Gentlemen in their 
military Capacity be never fo great ; let their Fidelity to 
their King andCountry be never fo confpicuous ; let their 
paft Services be never fo meritorious; yet if they 
do not implicitly obey all the Orders they fhall receive 
from the Crown, or rather from the favourite Minifter 
of the Crown ; if they do not fubmit to propagate the 
moft flavifh Schemes of a projecting Minifter, they may 
probably be turned out of their Employments in the 
Army; and thus, after having wore out their Youth 
and Vigour in the Service of their Country, they may 
at laft, and in their old Age, be turned adrift, and re- 


duced toa ftarying Condition. In the other Cafe, an 
“ Army

Army under no fuch fervile Dependence, haying no 
Reafon to doubt of Preferment according to their Me. 
rit, and certain they could not be turned out of the 
Places they have purchafed by their long Services, 
without being guilty of fome Crime, or of fome ditho. 
nourable Behaviour; and having the Contftitution, and 
the Laws of their Country, as a Security for their en. 
joying all thofe Advantages as long as they live ; is it 
not, Sir, an eafy Matter to determine, in which of 
thefe Cafes an Army may be of moft Danger, or of 
moit Service, to the Conftitution of this Country? 

*¢ I will allow all that has been faid about the Virtue 
of thofe, who are at prefent the Officers of our Army ; 
about their being Englifbmen, and every Thing elfe, 
that has been faid, or can be faid, in Favour of the Cha- 
racters of thofe Gentlemen ; but ftill they are Men, and 
every Body knows, that thofe who have a Dependence, 
perhaps for the whole they have in the World, muft be 
fomething more than Men, if they act with the fame 
Freedom, that they would do if they were under no 
fuch Influence or Dependence: It is certain; I hope 
the Gentlemen of the other Side of the Queftion, even 
thofe Gentlemen who now ftand up fo Zealoufly for 
the Prerogative, will grant, that ours is a limited Mo- 
narchy : Our Conftitution depends upon its not being in 
the Power of the Crown to break thro’ thofe Limits 
which are prefcribed by Law, or to manage fo, as to 
render them quite ineffetual ; for when either of thefe 
comes to be the Cafe, our Conftitution will be at an 
End ; the Monarchy can no longer be faid to be limi- 
ted, any more than a Man can be faid to be under any 
Reftraint, who, tho’ locked up in a Room, has the 
Keys in his Pocket, and may open the Doors when he 
pleafes ; or has proper Materials at Hand, and may 
break the Doors open, and walk out whenever he has 
a Mind. We are therefore never to give a Power to 
the Crown; we ought not to leaye the Crown in the 
Poffeffion of a Power, which may enable any future 
King to fhake off all thofe Limitations, which the 
Royal |} ower ought by our Conftitution to be fubject 
to: And in this View I leave it to every Gentleman (0 
¢onfider, whether a Standing-Army, under the pre 
fent Circumftances, or under the Regulations now pro- 
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“For my own Part, I think the Cafe fo plain, I think 
« the Dangers pretended, from what is now propofed, fo 
“ chimerical, that I am furprifed to hear the Motion op- 
“ pofed by any Gentleman, who pretends to have the 
ss Liberties, or the Happinefs of his Country truly at 
“© Heart. 

*« But in particular, Sir, I muft at prefent obferve, that 
** if no Notice fhould be taken of what has Jately happened; 
‘«« if no fuch Provifion, as is intended by the Bill now mo- 
«« ved for, fhould be made, and we {fhould enter into a 
«« War, as is now likely we may be obliged to do, what 
«« Encouragement can young Gentlemen of noble and an- 
«‘ tient Families have to go into the Army; when they 
‘¢ confider, that after having often ventured their Lives in the 
‘* Service of their Country, after having honourably acquired 
«‘ fome Preferment in the Army, and afterwards, by a 
‘¢ natural and Family Intereft, are come to have Seats in 
‘< Parliament, they mutt then be obliged to forfeit all thofe 
‘* Preferments, they have fo honourably acquired, or other- 
“ wife to make themfelves Proftitutes to an infamous and 
“ wicked Adminiftration. After this melancholly Confi- 
‘“ deration, Sir, can it be prefumed, that any Gentleman 
‘ of Honour will engage with that Alacrity in the Ar- 
‘* my, as he would do, if he were affured of preferving 
“and enjoying whatever Pofts he may have in the Army, 
‘* with the fame Honour and Integrety, with which he 
‘* acquired them? This, Sir, makes it more particulary ne- 
“ ceflary at prefent to agree to the Propofition now made 
“© tous; andas I think it makes no Encroachment upon our 
“ Conftitution, but is, upon the contrary, a very neceflary 
“ Amendment; as | think it for the Honour of Parlia- 
‘< ment, and no ways inconfiltent with the Honour or Safe- 
* ty of the Crown, I fhaill therefore moft heartily agree 


*© to it.

** fary Amendments they thought of; but the Gentlemen, 
“¢ who have fpoke before me, have fufficient! y proved, that 
** this Amendment would be fo far from improving our Con. 
” + ftitution, or rendering it more fecure, that it would in a 
‘ great Meafure entirely deftroy it: And if the other A- 
mendments, their Wifdoms have projected, be of the 
“* fame Nature with this, I am afraid the People of Eng- 
“* Jand will not think themfelves much obliged to them, 
“* for the Trouble they have taken in projecting fuch A- 
** mendments. 

** We know, Sir, that the People of this Nation have gene- 
*¢ rally been divided into two Parties, and that Party, which 
“* IT have always been proud to reckon myfelf one of, has 
“© sencrally, tho’ very w rongfully, been called the Republican 
“ Party 5 ‘but if I, or any other Gentlemen in this Houfe, 
‘*¢ who has had the Honour of being reputed a Whigg, fhould 
“* come into this Propofition, we fhould juftly deferve that 
*© Name, which thofe of another Party have always given 
** us by way of Reproach ; for it is certain, that, if this 

‘ Propofition fhould take Place, our chief Magiftrate could 
** not properly be called a King; he would not have fo 
*© much Power Ieft him, as the ‘Stadtholder of the Repub- 

* lick of [Holland has always enjoyed. 

“* The hon. Sartontos who {poke laft, infifted much 
“‘upon the Danger of an Army’s depending upon the Crown, 
“« and talked of turning Officers adrift, and reducing them to 
‘© a ftarving Condition ; but let us, Sir, confult our own 

Hiftories, asd fee, whether an Army depending upon 
*¢ the Crown, or an Army depending upon the Parliament, 

has done modt harm to our Conftitution: We fhall there 
‘© fee that an Army of the latter kind was fo far. from im- 

* proving, or doing Good to our Conftitution, that they 
‘< very quickly overturned it; they foon brought the King 
*“* from the Throne tothe Scaffold ; they turned both Lords 
** and Commons out of Doors, wad then fet up a moft ar- 
** bitrary Government of their own: Whereas an Army of 
“ the firft Kind has often preferved the Conftitution ; an 
** Army much more dependent upon the Crown, than out 

‘ Army is at prefent, was, we know, fo far from fupport- 
** ing the Crown in Attempts againft the Liberties of the 
46 * People, 
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‘ People, that moft of the Army joined with the People in 
“vindicating their Liberties, even, againft a King, upon 
* whom they had a moft abfolute Dependence ; and while 
“our Army confifts only of our own Countrymen, and 
* is commanded by Gentlemen of good Families and For- 
“ tunes in the Kingdom, we may always expec from them 
‘‘ the fame honourable Behaviour. 

“© As for turning Officers adrift, and reducing them to 
a ftarving Condition, it is certain that no fuch Thing can 
“ever happen to any Officer, that is a Member of this 
“ Houfe, let him vote, or behave in this Houfe in what- 
“ ever Manner he will; for his very Qualification, the 
* Eitate he muft have in his own Right and Poffeffion, 
“in order to qualify him for having a Seat in Parliament, 
** will always be fufficient to afford him a comfortable Sub- 
“ fiftence ; fo that if he has any Honour, or Regard to 
““ his Country, the Fear of being turned out of his Poft 
“‘ in the Army can never prevail upon him to give a Vote 
‘in this Houfe contrary to what he thinks right. And if 
“‘ we can fuppofe that any Officer, who is now, or ever 
“© may be in this Houfe, has neither Honour, nor Regard 
“© to his Country, with fuch a Man the Hopes of Prefer- 
“© ment will work as effectually, as the Fears of extreme 
“* Neceffity can be fuppofed to work with any Man of 
“ common Honour; but as no fuch Thing can, in my O- 
*““ pinion, be fuppofed, we have no Occafion to give our 
** felves any Trouble, much lefs to run our felves into evi- 
“dent Dangers, in order to provide again it. 

“In fhort, Sir, Ican fee no Neceflity for our making 
“ fuch an Alteration in our Conftitution ; I can fee no Caufe 
“for our making fuch an Attack upon the Prerogative 
‘‘ of the Crown ; it may be productive of great Mifchiets,

«© Gentlemen have told us, Sir, that Generals are ftill 
to be removeable by the King at Pleafure, and that all 
other Officers are ftill to be removeable by his Majefty 
and the Parliament,; but I believe it will be granted, 
that tho’ the King fhould moft evidently fee a very 
juft Caufe for removing a general Officer, he might not 
find it fafe to do fo without removing at the fame 
Time a great Number of inferiour Officers, whom he 
knew to be Dependers upon that General, and perhaps 
affociated with him in the fame wicked Defigns: And 
if Officers were made fecure of their Commiffions ‘for 
Life, it would add fo much Weight to their Intereit 
through the whole Kingdom, that they might foon get 
fuch an Influence in both Houfes of Parliament, as 


‘ would make it impoffible to procure at Addrefs from 


either Houfe, for the Removal of any of them ;_be- 
fides the very calling of the Parliament together, which 
cannot be done fuddenly, would give the Alarm to 
thofe Officers who might be engaged in a Confpiracy 
for the feizing the Government into their own Hands, 
whereby they would have an Opportnnity of carrying 
their Defigns into Execut-.n, before the Government 
could by any Means prevent them. 
‘ Thus, Sir, we would be in continual Danger of 
falling entirely under the Government of our Army, 
and I am fure there is nothing has of late happened, 
that can give Occafion for our running ourfelves into 
any fuch Danger. What tho’ his Majefty has lately 
thought fit to remove two Gentlemen from their Com- 
mands in the Army; Can the removing of two Gen- 
tlemen only, in a Courfe of fo many Years be called 
modelling or garbling the Army? Can it be faid, that 
the Gentlemen who have fucceeded them are not Men 
of as good Families, of as great Eftates, and of as un- 
tainted Characters as any Gentlemen in the Kingdom ?

fy trom the Lord General they gave it up to F¥m again, 
with an J/frunmient, bearing this Title, The GOVERN- 
MENT of the COMMONWEALTH of EXGLAND, SCOT- 
LAND, and IRkr ann; the very /nfrument of A. D. 1653 
reconmmeaded fo ftrenuoufiy m the lait Craft/man. 

“As this Miimick of Parliament made by Oliver, made 
him Prorector; fo afterwards, when other Schemes 
were to be perfected, he had Reconrfe to. the fame Ex- 
pedient, Another Phastem. of a Parliament in 1657, 
who framed the Humble Petition and Advice, and the Ex- 
planatory Petition ant A leicet mentioned alfo in the 
Er f fnan, to which his Highnefs O/iver moft gracioufly 
Afizated, and had for thus /vfering bis illegal Power to be 
Armited by wre and goo? Reffraints: 1. A prodigious Re- 
venue affigned him. 2. A Power given him of creating an 
entire’ Hezfe of Lords. 3.,A Right of naming his Suc- 
éeffr wis vefted inhim, and ‘the People of Britain, as 
far as thefe Moner2/ Saves could bind them, were to be 
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Hewers of Wood and Drawers of Water to Protefors and 
Mayjér Generals tor Ever. Such are the Precedents quoted 
by the Crafifmen ; and fuch, doubtlefs, are the Days they 
Htifh to fee. 

But however tyrannical and unjuft thefe Proceedings 
were, the Scheme in the Country Fournal is much more fo.

Why this is an Undertaking with a Witnefs ; and openly 
to print a Scheme for deftroying the Conffitution-——W hat 
are we to expect next? Had any corrupt Courtier, any 
hireling Penfioncr ventured on fuch a Thing, how /ouad, 
how ;uf# an Oxtcry would there have been? But had it 
come from a Superior Hand, had the Minifry attempted, 
nay, but intimated the Expediency of a much fmaller Ma- 
tation, would it not have been followed by Jmpeachments, 
Convictions and Executions? Who then are your /V-.-., 
yourP--, your S¢.---, that they fhall dare to dothefeThiags, 
to propofe the Defrudion of all that is Dear to us, and to 
talk of Changing a free and legal Reprefeatative of the 
Pecple, and Forces raifed by Parliament, for a new-mo- 
delled Houfe of Commons, and an Independant Army. 








FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 
FRANCE. 


HEN the King of France heard of the Queen his 
Confort’s being brought to Bed.of a Princefs, he is 
reported to have faid; Jam glad cf it, and fince fhe is 
born in a Time of Triumph, her Name fhall be Viktoria. 
The whole Difcourfe at Court is now of a Journey the 
King is about to take to yifit his Army in Germany ; and 
it is faid, that the beft Part of the Troops of his Houf- 
hold are to begin their March in a few Days, his —— 
y 
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fty being refolved to fee his Troops in the Field: But thig 
is not the firit Time we have had this Report. A Pro. 
motion of General Officers for the Army on the Rhine is 
expected daily. 


Ho.ianp aad the Low-CountTRIiEs, 


Otwithftanding the Oferd Eaf?-India Company, has 
been fo long faid to be diffolved, and that ‘Trade 
entirely laid afide; yet a Ship called the Concord, com- 
manded by one Captain Jarmes, arrived there, the fourth 
Enftant, from Benga/, richly laden. 
The Project of a Congrefs to be held at the Azeue, for 
a General Pacification, whether real of ideal; is of confi- 
derable Advantage to that Place. Strangers pour in thete 
in Abundance, and the Prices of Lodgings are greatly 
raifed, in that View. 


SPAIN and PORTUGAL. 


T is confirmed that fourteen French Men of War lie 
in the Bay of Cadiz, ready to fail; but we cannot yet 
enetrate into their Defign. 

The Jndulto for the Delivery of the Treafure and Ef 
fects, faved out of the lait Flota, to the Proprietors, is 
now faid to be regulated to eighteen and half per Cent. in- 
clufive of all Charges and | refents. 

The “peniards have finifhed the pew Fortifications, 
which they have been for fome Time raifing againft Gi- 
éraltar Town and Bay, and placed heavy Cannon upon 
them: On the other Hand, the Eng/ifh are building fome 
new Fortifications, at an old Caftle fituate on the Top of 
the Mountain, which they intend to plant with thirty 
Pieces of Brafs-Cannori. 


RUME and ITALY. 


The Duke of Modena, when he received Advice that 
the Confederates had taken Reggio, and Rubiera, and were 
about to take Poffeffion of his Capital, thought fit to re- 
tire, and take up his Refidence at Bologna, in the Ecclef 
Gfical State, with the youag Prince and Princeffes. 
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Mirandola, which the Confederates threatned with a 
Siege, feems now to be covered by the /mperial Troops, 
and in Security, unlefs the Confederates fhould diflodge 
them, by renewing the Scene of Parma. The two Ar- 
mies are now encamped fo near, that nothing but the Sec- 
chia parts them. ‘Lhe Confederates are fuperior ‘to the 
Germans, in Infantry ; but in Cavalry, which would. be 
of great Ufe in the Plain, where they are now encamped, 
the Germans feem to be beft provided. ‘ 

The King of Naples is preparing to go himfelf to the 
Siege of Gaeta, or,.as other Advices fay, to recéive the 
Capitulation only: And it is expected, that the eldeft, Son 
of the Chevalier de St. George, and the Prince of Merecco, 
who lately embraced the Chrifian Religion at Reme, will 
be there likewife. 

- The Germans had formed a: Project of feizing the King 
of Sardinia; in his Quarters, but it having taken Wind, 
was timely prevented. : 

The Senate of Geaca are under great. Apprchenfions of 
lofing both Final and Corfica; they have ordered the 
Signori Anfaldo, Grimaldi and Doria to go to the for- 
mer, to try firft what Lenitives will do; but, if they 
fhould not take Effect, to threaten them with a Siege; 
and new Levies are ordered to be made, to reinforce 
their ‘Troops in Cor/ica. 

His Imperial Majefty has defired of the Senate of Ve- 
nice a Paflage of 7000 Men, thro’ their Territories; but 
it is believed that Politick Body will hardly deviate fo 
far from -their Proieffion of a ftrict Mentality: to grant 
his Defire-;--by which they would inevitably bring the 
Confederates upon their Backs. 


GERMANY. 


HE Imperial Army, when it broke up from Bruchs 

ai, marched firft towarcs He/delberg, where it was 
thought they would encamp, to obferve the Motions of 
the Freach; but upon the Marthal d’ Asfeldrs ik his 
Troops towards Worms and Ments, Prince Eugen? like- 
wife altered his Meafures, and marched towards Freacha 
fort, within two or three Miles of which Place the Impes« 
rial Army lay, at the coming ‘away ‘of our, laft Letrers

‘Lhe ‘ine Vineyards, in the Rbrmgaw, and particularly 
ghout Mentz end /Vorme, are like to fuffer very much by 
two fuch large Armies beitig encamped, as it were, in the 
Midit of them ; and it-issmore ‘than probable, if very ftri@t 
Difcipline be not held, that the Armies may be great Suf- 
ferers by'the immoderate Ufe of all Sorts of Fruit, which 
thefe Countries afford, “fy an almoft" incredible Abun- 
dance. Don : 

We mentioned in‘one of our former, that Prince Re- 
gorski was faid to be on the Frontiers of Auagary, with

HE French Troops which were embarked before 
. Dantzick, on Board of Ruffian “9 in order to be 
tranfported to fome Port of the Baltick, are arri.ed at 
Cronfadt ; but it is believed they will foon be fent to Co- 
penhagen, to be exchanged there for the Re/fians, which 
were taken by the French, in a Frigat of theirs, off of 
Bornholy. 

When King Augufeus received the Ruffian and Saxon 
Troops, he made a Prefent of a Sword richly fet with 
Diamonds, valued at 30,000 Crowns to Count Munich ; 
befides feveral other handfome } ref-nts to the other Ruf 
fian Generals and Officers, as well of the Land as Sea 
Service. 

At aCouncil held the four and twentieth paft at the 
Convent of O/iva near Dantzick, King Augufus. gave Or- 
ders, that all the Po/i/b Lords, which were under Confine- 
ment fhould be fet at Liberty. his being done, they 
were brought to O/iva, the fix and twentieth, where a 
Form of Oath, which it was expected they fhould take, 
was readto them, in the Prefence ot Count Munich, Count 
Lewold, the Ruffian Minifter, and Count /Vretiflaw, the 
Imperial Mnifter. They, at firft, excepted againtt it, as. 
being conceived in too rigid Terms: But being told there 
was no other Means to obtain their Liberty, and the 
King’s Favour, notwithftanding they alledged it contained, 
Matters contrary to their Honour, Confciences and. Pri- 
vileges, they all, excepting the Starofts Mer/febki and. Ro- 
falinski, both of the Family of Sapieha, refolyed to com- 
ply. The Palatine of Ru/fiz was not prefent, on Account. 
of his Ilinefs ; nor M. Ruffiewski, who acted as Marshal. 
at the Election of King Staniflaus, and having betore re- 
fafed to acknowledge that EleCtion irregular, and to deli- 
ver up the Dip/oma, was fent to E/bing, under a Guard of 
Riffians. After this, feveral Confederacies were enter’d into, 
in Favour of King Augufus; and the Diadem, and other 
Reealia, which had been brought from Cracow to Dant- 
Zick, being demanded of M. Offa/inski, the High Treafu-. 
rer, though he defired to be excufed from tite Delivery 
of them, yet he engaged, they thould be carried back to 
Cracow, and depofited in the Place from whence they were 


taken, All thefe Things being regulated, towards five in 
S{f 2 the 
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the Evening the King fate down at Table, and allowed 
all the Popifh Grandees to dine with him. 

The Deputies of Danigick had Audience of the King 
the Day before, and were gracioufly: received ; and the 
feven and twentieth his Majefty notified to the Magiftra. 
cy, as a particular Favour, that ye yielded up to the Ci. 
ty the guarding of the Outer-Gate of O/iva; but, in Re. 
turn, he let them know, that, for particular Reafons, he 
thought fit to keep Poileffion of Fort Wech/elmund, tilla 
general Pacification was concluded. 

The thirteenth, King Augufus departed from Daatzick 
to return to Dre/den, without making his Publick Eatry 
into Dantzick as was expected. Before his Departure 
he held a Council of the Polifh Nobility, in which it was 
refolyed, to call a General Diet of Pacification, to meet 
in fix Weeks, in which thofe of King Staniflaus’s Party 
who did not fubfcribe, will be declared Rebels, their E. 
ftates feized, and their jerfons proceeded againft with 
the utmoft Rigour. ‘The two Poli/fs Lords who were put 
under Arreft, were fet at Liberty before the King’s De- 
parture. 

His Majefty’s returning to Dre/den without ever enter- 
ing into Deztszick, and his not receiving the Homage ot 
that City in-Perfon, has given Rife to many Speculati- 
ons. There are, different. Reafons affigned for his Maje- 
fty’s Conduct on this Occafion. We fhall not prefume to 
affert what determined him to act in the Manner he has 
done ; but it is poffible he might not expect a very hear- 
ty Welcome from the zatgickers, after he had taken a 
PeClutson not to troft them with the keeping of Fort 
Wecbfelmunde. By their Articles with the Reffien and 
Sgxcn Generals, this. Port. was tobe delivered up to 
them, and yetit is now whifpered that King Jy ufius is 
refolved not to part with it at the Inftances of the Cza- 
rinz; and that it js: to be garrifoned by Ruffians. It 
commands the Trade end Port of Dentzick : The Deat- 


fickers therefore moft. dow tlefs be not a_little uneafly at 


their being’ kepr out of fe Pofeffion of it; and how far 
other Nations, who trade to the Bae/tick, will be pleafed 
to {Se the Mu/c.c es growing fo powerful there, a little 
‘Time wall probably determine.

I 
am come for the Good of the whole Nation called Creeks, to 
renew the Peace which long ago they had with the Englith,, 
I am come over in my cld Days, tho’ I cannot live to fee 
any Advantage to my felf; I am come for the Good of: the 
Children of ali the Nations of the Upper and a 
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Creeks, that they may be inffruGed in the Knowledge of the 
Englith. 

The/e are the Feathers of the Fag/e, which is the fwiftep 
of Birds, and who fireth all round our Nations. Thefe eas 
thers area Sign of Peace in our Land, and have been cars 
ried from Town to Tewn there; and we have brought them 
cuer ta leave with you, O Great King, as @ Sign of ever- 
lapiing i ace. ‘ 

O Great King, whatfoever Words you foall fay unto m2, I 
will teil them faithfully to all the Kings of the Creek Na- 
Lions.
